The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Upon further consideration and comparison with prior art of record (closest 
reference, Lin - US 7,200,133 and Bruckert et al. - US 5,809,020), the examiner agrees 
with applicant's argument in the REMARKS filed on 07/20/07. Particularly, prior art of 
record, taking individually or collectively, fails to fairly teach method and apparatus for 
assigning rake receivers for a base station including "a second processing unit 
connected with the master processing unit, comprising: a plurality of second rake 
receivers for receiving the transmitted signal; and a second detecting unit for receiving 
the transmitted signal and outputting a second detection signal, the quality of the first 
detection signal being larger than the quality of the second detection signal; wherein the 
master processing unit estimates signature appropriate number (SAN) of rake receivers 
for receiving the transmitted signal according to the qualities of the first detection signals 
and the second detection signal and assigns the transmitted signal received by the 
second rake receivers when there are not enough first rake receivers in the first 
processing unit", as claimed in independent claim 1 and similarly in independent claim 7 
(claims 2-6, 8-10 depend therefrom). Thus, claims 1-10 are found to be novel and 
unobvious over prior art of record.
